The reason given . was 
that during the course of the

of the rickshaw renting in. the 
International Settlement. Briefly 
the arzumont is that as financial 
considerations may prevent 
private enterprise from forming 
the proposed controlled compan 
dictatorial powers should be 
xiven to a group of officials for 
the purpose of ensuring the 
adoption of the Massey, reforms. 
‘This sounds reasonable, Yet 
there are dangers in accepting 
it as a convenient solution. To 
hegin with one of the weaknesses 
of the present system lies in the 
ownership of the rickshaws being 
in 1,000 different hands. At 
present the Police have powers 
which in a sense are dictatorial, 
Net it is common ground that 
they aro unable effectively to use 
those powers. The reason is 
clear: with ownership 0 seatter- 
ed the practical difficulties have

The 
fundamental weakness of the 
Versailles Treaty is not that it 
contains a “war-guilt” clause; 
that is an emotional inaccuracy 
which has served to present a 
basic truth in popular form. 
The real charge against 1 + 
Treaty is that it dictated a peace 
to Germany. It is presently 
irrelevant to the issue to assert 
that Germany, if victorious, 
might have fallen into the same 
error, indeed might have imposed 
even fiercer terms. The fact re- 
mains that the Treaty’s effecti 
ness as a permanent guarantee 
of peace could be maintained 
only by compassing the complete 
destruction of Germany. France 
and her allies were confronted 
by it with the impossible task of 
eternally sitting on the head of 
their defeated foc. ‘The Treaty 
should have been framed, as, on 
rare occasions, treaties in ‘the 
past have been framed, by a free 
Jand equal discussion of its terms 
by all parties. Men cannot be 
wiser than their generation, $0 
this view is not expressed in 
criticism but rather in dispas- 
sionate assessment, This must 
be said for the dictators: they 
inserted in the Covenant of the 
League certain provisions which 
even now can be used to avert 
the dread cataclysm so fearfully 
discerned ahead. 

France, in just apprehension 
for her security, is clinging to 
‘those armaments by which her 
membership of the League seems 
to be  stultified, Germany's 
mood, changing from sullen des- 
Pair ‘to rising exaltation, is 
favourable to no measure of 
Jdisarmement which ignores. the 
militant spirit of her present re- 
vival, Herr Hitler's pacific 
avowals are regarded with grave 
‘suspicion, His personal sincerity 
may be undoubted. Equally clear 
is the force of the demand for re- 
jvenge animating those whom his 
Imagnetic personality has united 
in a solid national front, ‘To both 
‘these tortured nations caught in 
‘the toils of elemental passion, 
the British Memorandum must 
appear a “hollow mockery. 
The time seems to have 
come when Franee's secur- 
ity which cannot be guaranteed 
by anyone except France herself 
‘will have to be sought. on other 
lines.

Your note implies that. privileged 
factory registration is granted. to 
Chinese and foreign factories on the 
same conditions without discrimin 
tion, and if the rules laid down in 
chapter XXViI_ of the Customs 
‘Code were followed, this would be 
correct, However, these rules are 
not followed and there is definite 
Hy lvcrinination  againet ‘foreign 
factories in regard’ to. privileged 
factory registration, 

‘Since 1927 registration as. pri- 
yileged factories has been refused 
foreign concerns on the ground that| 
they have not been registered under| 
Chinese Company Law, As is well 
Known the representatives of “thi 
Treaty Powers in China have a 
vised ‘the Chinese Government that 
the demand put forward» by the 
Chinese Government, that foreign 
‘companies registered under the laws 
of the various Treaty Powers, should 
register under Chinese company 
Jaw, cannot be complied with as such 
rogistration would conflict with the 
treaties made by the various Treaty 
Powers, 

‘The. principal. pr 
the concerns registered as privileged 
factories, exemption from export 
duty. This is a very veal privilege 
indeed, and a great. handicap when 
non-privileged factories compete 
‘with’ privileged factories, 

‘Your note mentioned above would 
ive the impression to readers not 
sequainted with the faets that the 
Chinese Government are endeavour 
ing to treat Chinese and foreign 
concerns alike. This is not so and 
the matter of granting privileged 
factory treatment. is only one of 
many cases where flagrant dis 

ination is practised by ‘the 
Chinese Government. It is import- 
ant that facts in regard. to dis- 
crimination against foreign interests 
fare kept in mind and that the 
foreign communities in China are 
not misinformed in regard to these 
matters.

“Tristram Shandy” contains 
for many Englishmen one of the 
best records of the fighting of 
their ancestors from the point of 
view of the humble pawns in the 
game. Uncle Toby and Cor- 
poral Trim fought their battle 
over again and reminded ‘Tris- 
tram “Shandy’s father how. 
terribly the army swore in 
Flanders. ‘The 20th century has 
been hardly as impressive in its 
literature, although it has 
terribly prolific and terribly 
grim about the whole business. 
It is possible to believe that the 
period of unhealthy war litera- 
ture is past. This class of litera 
ture may be usually attributed to 
the writers who have endeavour- 
ed to describo that eatastrophe 
by an apparently contemporane- 
ous record based on post-war 
mentality, When the years have 
passed and the grain can be 
separated from the chaff, the 
books which are likely to stand 
the test are those written with- 
out any thought of working for 
or against war. Nor will they 
‘bo those which soek to prove that 
the authors were either prevent- 
ed by the folly of others from 
winning the war, or did win it. 
‘That test may be triumphantly 
applied to a simple record by 
private soldier with the ppro- 
riate title, “Old Soldiers Never 
ie.” Private Frank Richards,

Christmas 1914 found the 
Welch Fusiliers fraternizing, 
with the Germans. But that was 
forbidden later on, partly for 
strategic reasons and partly be- 
cause it gave, apparently, a bad 
Impression 0 the, French |in- 
habitants, who did not under- 
stand the gesture. The rigours 
of the retreat from Mons and 
the subsequent recovery are 
‘simply told, with a grim sense of 
humour:
